Fourth, seven -intense 
thunders cells were 


found in the eyewall at the 
time of landfall. These cells 
rotated halfway around the 
‘eye before dissipating over 
Homestead. Willoughby and 
Black say each cell had a 
life span of 8 to 15 minutes 
during which they produced 
winds of 200 mph and some 
of the worst damage from 
the storm. 

While both scientists have 
added greatly to the knowl. 
edge of Hurricane Andrew, 
many mysteries remain. 
Willoughby and Black still 
don’t know why the storm 
intensified so quickly, why a 
second eyewall formed or 
where those thunderstorm 
cells came from. 

Yet, both men do agree 
that Andrew was a freak of 
tiature not a harbinger of 
things to come: But, both 
men add, that doesn't mean 
another storm like Andrew 
won't come along some day.

The Game and Fresh Water 
Fish Commission is scheduled 
to set dove hunting season 
dates during its August 15-16 
meeting. 

t Commissioners will consider 
a proposal to set statewide 
dove hunting beason for Oct, 5- 
28, Nov. 16 - Dec. 1, and Dec. 
14 - Jan. 12. Previously, dove 
season opened on the third 
Saturday of Sept. in the North- 
west Zone. 

Another rule change to be 
considered by the Commission 
would specify that alligators 
may not be kept as personal 
pets. Current rules prohibit 
possession of alligators with- 
out the owner having a permit. 
Although the Commission 
issues permits only to alligator 
farms"or to individuals who 
use the reptiles for.exhibition, 
commercial or scientific pur- 
poses, enforcement officers 
believe possession of alligators 
as personal pets should be 
specifically prohibited.
